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1. As of 7 July only a few single guerrillas have ‘been apprehended. 


2. On 4 July elements of the South Korean 6 Division captured 4 tanks approxi~ 
mately 80 miles east of Suwon. 


3. 4, duly there was an undetermined number of anti-aircraft guns in the 
mountainous area near Chosen Christion College compound in Seoul. North 
horean troops were in the Normal College compound, along the trolley tracks 
at a point approximately 2 miles east of the Last Gate in the suburbs 
Seoul. 


4. On 6 July there were no wines or mine-laying equipment in Inchon Harbor or 
harbor entrances, and there were no harbor guns emplaced. 


5, At 6:45 am. on 7 duly North horean planes dropped eight bombs at Hyopchon. 
Five bombs which failed to explode were taken to the police station. They 
were arproximately 103 am. long and 30 om. in diameter. 
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
